DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2, 14, and 26 is allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claim 2, the best prior art found during the examination of the present, 
Neale et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2003/0131079 A1) in view of 
Dolson et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2004/0006643 A1), fail to 
disclose method the step of: "... (a) determining, by a first proxy, a size for a path 
maximum transmission unit (PMTU) for transmitting network packets between a client 
and a server by increasing a value of the PMTU by a predetermined percentage for 
each round-trip-time that elapses without receipt of an indication that fragmentation has 
occurred;" 

Regarding claim 14, the best prior art found during the examination of the 
present, Neale et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2003/0131079 A1) in 
view of Dolson et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2004/0006643 A1), fail to 
disclose a system wherein "... a first proxy determining a size for a path maximum 
transmission unit (PMTU) for transmitting network packets between a client and a 
server by increasing a value of the PMTU by a predetermined percentage for each 
round-trip-time that elapses without receipt of an indication that fragmentation has 
occurred, repacketizing packets received from the client for transmission to the server 
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into packet sizes in accordance with the size of the PMTU, and transmitting the 
repacketized packets to the server; and ..." 

Regarding claim 26, the best prior art found during the examination of the 
present, Neale et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2003/0131079 A1) in 
view of Dolson et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2004/0006643 A1), fail to 
disclose a method step of: "...determining by a PMTU which increased by a 
predetermined percentage for each round trip time that elapsed without receipt of an 
indicator that fragmentation has occurred, ..." 

Claims 3, 5-13, 15, 17-25, 27, and 28 are also allowed by virtue of their 
dependency on claims 2, 14, and 26.
